records. 
Ibis reflects what the crusade 
—known as the McClellan Com­ 
mittee — has discovered in three 
years 
of

probing of the labor and industry 
underworld. Sen. McClellan and 
his chief counsel. Bob Kennedy, 
as well as 
the 
various Justice 
Dept, units, for example, found 
no Chicago combine directly rep­ 
resented at the Apalachin crime 
convention. Connections, yes. Del­ 
egates, no Chicago k the 
pre­ 
serve of Tony Accardo —■ at least 
in the labor-managcment field. 
Thus, this array of Mr. Bigs,

McClellan 
and Kennedy, on one side of the 
“ first government,” and the Jus­ 
tice Dept., on the other, to the 
conclusion that only a “National 
Crime Commission” 
or

fight modern crime. 
Both the McClellan Committee 
and the Justice Dept, will rec­ 
ommend such a 
central crime- 
fighting high command. Legisla­ 
tion will be 
introduced in Con­ 
gress to set up a nerve canter. 
Call it what you will, the ex­ 
tort* feel that there must be one 


central section to battle the crime 
syndicates. 
At this 
moment 
there 
is no 
such pool of criminal data. While 
modern crime is highly organized 
—the governments crime 
fight­ 
ing forces are decentralized into 
10,000 to 20,000 anti-crime and en­ 
forcement units. There are, for 
example, some 5,000 prosecuting 
attorneys in the U.S. The problem 
is to take all the federal, state 
and 
local 
units 
and centralize 
their information and coordinate 
their efforts — without, of course, 
cutting into their powers or juris­ 
dictions. 
Furthertm ore, 
moat cl 
these 
anti-crime units 
are geared for 
the old-fashioned slugger. Modern 
crime can’t 
be 
fought 
merely 
with the techniques of 
finger­ 
prints, ballistics, blood analysis 
labs and all the electronic equip­ 
ment left us on earth by the star 
probers. 
Coordinated 
economic 
analysis is needed, too. Cime no 
longer is a matter of just a cor­ 
pus delicti 
— 
ifs 
a matter of 
delicately organized corporations. 
Sen. McClellan and Bob Kenne­ 
dy have just revealed that crime 
syndicates control 
the 
economy 
of entire communities. These are 
in the Midwest. The committee 
has revealed that the syndicates 
reach into everything from dia­ 
per delivery to garbage disposal 
(a $50.000,000*a-ytar rack* 
Just last Sunday. Kennedy dis­ 
closed 
that 
his 
committee has 
evidence of mob control of some 
small banks. This makes it easier 
to cash checks. 
The McClellan Committee 
has 
ripped the rocks off nests of in­

WASHINGTON—One factor be­ 
hind 
the 
Increased 
number of 
near-collisions between airplanes 
is the failure to equip the na- 
radar facilities. 
Other factors—such as crowd­ 
ed air and the intrusion of mili­ 
tary planes — have aho contrib 
uted. But officisls who sit with 
their eyes glued 
to

radar­ 
scopes and their ears tuned to 
planes state that air traffic con­ 
trol centers simply do not have 
the radar facilities to ensure max­ 
imum safety. 
This is true of New York, Chi­ 
cago, Los Angeles, 
Washington, 
Indianapolis, Detroit and Atlatl La. 
In fact, nine of the Federal Avia­ 
tion Agency’s 26 traffic control 
venters are

center at 
Washington, D.C.’s National Air­ 
port, one at the busiest in the 
nation, is still using a radarscope 
viewing screen, known as a VU J, 
which was produced for the Navy 
by General Electric for use on 
airplane carriers and battleships 
in World War II. It is so ob.se- 
lete that General Electric no lung­ 
er is making tubes for the VG I.

A drive ha* been started to raise 
$5,000 to buy land north of Dexter 
where American Holly grows. On 
Crowley s Ridge there can stm 
be found a tiny stand of American 
Holly, an alien in a forest of com­ 
mon trees. There it is fighting a 
bitter 
last 
battle 
for 
survival 
against dvUization, cattle and ag­ 
riculture, the last pathetic rem­ 
nant in Missouri of a once-common 
species in this extreme Southeast 
Missouri area. 
"Save the Hotly” has become the 
current raUying cry of the Missou­ 
ri Chapter of Nature Conservancy 
and a co-sponsor, the Federated 
Garden Clubs of Missouri. 
Their task is not easy, but be­ 
tween them they have embarked 
on a campaign over Missouri to 
raise 15.000 to purchase the land 
on 
which 
the 
American Holly 
grows. 
An option was taken some time 
ago on the 40-aere tract by Na­ 
ture Conservancy, It contains the 
smaller trees, ranging in height 
from two feet to 12 feet. 
On the other tract, also 40 seres 
and adjacent to the first, are some 
magnificent trees, 20 to 25 f e e t 
high, and beautifully proportioned. 
In the past, hogs and cattle have 
been pastured in this section, do­ 
ing much damage to the young 
seedlings. Through the years, the 
owners have sold cuttings of the 
holly to commercial florists dur­ 
ing the Christmas holiday period 
They have come In and hauled 


away the green foliage with its 
red berries by the truck load. 
Paul Heye. State College, Cape 
Girardeau, science faculty mem­ 
ber. and a director of Missouri Na­ 
ture Conservancy, said R is this 
assorted assault that threatens ob­ 
literation unless Missourians rally 
to preserve the Holly.
